Here, how- 
ever, is foom for the abundant argu- 
ment which the suggestion of doing 
away with capital punishment invar- 
iably invites,’ involving principles 
both moral and economic. There isno 


verdicts of murder in the first degree 
except in the case of absolutely con- 
vincing direct evidence. By many 
capital punishment is regarded as a 
survival of barbarism and as out of 
place in an advanced and softened 
civilization. If a public hearing is 
given on Mr. Metcalfe’s bill, the prob- 
ability is that able and eloquent ad- 
vocates will\not be lacking to urge 
its adoption.

It 
3s not to be consiidered that an en- 
lightened people could place their 
sanction to a continuance of a cus- 
tom that is so revolting in all its:fea- 
tures, as well as of being such a de- 
grading influence on the person who 
carries out the orders of the court. 
To take the life of a person is beyond 
doubt the greatest crime that can be 
committed against the person. It 
is cutting off all that people of this 
world actually know of existence. It 
robs the person of all opportunity of 
carrying out the plans of this lif, 
getting its experiences and learning 
its lessons, and it is the method of 
quieting all of the hopes, fears, plans 
and ambitions of earth's existence.

Many of you I am sure, will remem- 
ber with pleasure, having met at 
some of our great camp meetings or 
elsewhere, Capt. Elisha Morse, of 
621 O'Farrell street, San Francisco, 
Cal., and formerly of Minneapolis, 
Minn.

This custom is probably alluded to 
in Psalm tsi, 8, “Pat thou my tears 
into a bottle.” The practice was 
once universal, as is manifested by 
the tear bottles which are to be 
found in almost every ancient tomb, 
for the ancients buried them with 
their dead as a proof of their affec- 
tion.
